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That J. H. Crutchfield, after waiting for 
two hours, met his wife on the veranda 
of her home at about 6 o’clock last night, 
struck her onthe head with the butt end 
of a winchester rifle and fired two shots 
at her prostrate form as she fell into the 
doorway into the arms of her young son, 
is the statement of an eye-witness to the 
shooting of Mrs. Sallie Crutchfield at 300 
South Pryor street yesterday. 

Mrs. Crutchfield was painfully injured 
on the head and the calf of her leg was 
torn to pieces by a pall from the rifle. 

It appears that the husband had been 
in the vicinjty of flie house since 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon with a win- 
chester rifle waiting the return of his 
wife from the matinee. As soon_as she 
stepped off the car at her door he ap- 
proached her on the veranda and struck 
her on the head. At the time of the shoot- 
ing Mrs. Crutchfield was ringing the 
door bell in an endeavor to get into her 
home, and her son, Paul, aged 12 years, 
was opening the door as his father be- 
gan the attatk. 

The place of the shooting on the ve- 
randa was marked with pools of blood 
and blood was on the steps that led te 
Mrs. Crutchfield’s apartments on the sec- 
ond floor of the house, where she lay in 
bed until the ambulance which had been 
summoned was on the way from Grady 
hospital. 

Wite Called Attack Brutal. 

Thomas A. Baldwin, who lives near the 
scene of the crime, stated that he went to 
the house on seeing the attack and helped 
to carry Mrs. Crutchfield ‘to the room 
and that her exclamation as they bore 
her up the steps was, “It was a brutal 
attack.” Another. withess states _ they 
Mrs. Cruichfiefd begged her husband to 
refrain from shooting, but that he pal@ 
no attention to .her words.

It is well stated in the words 
of Carl Schurz: ‘There will be a move- 
ment either in the direction of reducing 
the negroes to a permanent condition of 
surfdom—the condition of the mere plan- 
tation hand aiongside the mule; practical- 
ly without any rights of citizenship, or a 
movement in the direction of recognizing 
him as a citizen in the full sense of the 
term.’ 

“Such a movement as that described in 
the first alternative is now in full pro- 
gress. In the south the conditions are 
rapidly becoming more unfavorable to 
the negro. The mantifestoes of Governor 
Vardeman, which some time will be in- 
dorsed by the people of the state, and the 
recent campaign in Georgia, in which the 
candidate who most unequivocally favor- 
ed the repression of the negro was over- 
Whelmingly elected, show the drift of 
opinion in that section. 

“To keep 4,000,000 in slavery who were 
born and reared in that condition was 
one thing; to reduce 9,000,000 to serfdom 
after they have been fifty years free is 
quite another thing. Senator Tillman’s 
prediction that race struggles of a very 
bitter nature are likely to be frequent and 
continous in the future is not without 
probability. I can see no other aitcome 
of a strife of this nature but the segre- 
gation of the races. A portion of the 
southern domain ‘would have to be set 
apart for the blacks; we snould probably 
have three or four states of which the 
population would be wholly composed of

Tariff Revision Favored. 

The resolutions of the Carriage 
Builders’ National Association, in ses- 
sion in Atlanta, in favor of tariff re. 
form will no doubt receive wide com- 
mendation and elicit favorable com- 
ment by those newspapers and na- 
tional representatives who are not 
under the influence of the supersti- 
tion that the Dingley tariff bill is sa- 
cred. 

The principle enunciated in the res- 
olutions that the question is an ad- 
ministrative rather than a party one, 
is a sound one and the proposal to 
put the duty of tariff revision under 
the control of some department of the 
government, or given into the hands 
of a permanent tariff commission or 
board of experts, may produce the re- 
lief that has long been sought. 

The problem of tariff reform has 
been a live one for a quarter of a 
century and since the passage of the 
Dingley tariff act, in 1897, the demo- 
cratie effort at relief has been very 
vigorously’ opposed by the republican 
friends of the measure. 

The resolutions of the carriage 
builders recites the doctrine that tar-. 
iff charges, according to the existing 
schedule, have both afforded the reve- 
nue necessary for governmental ex- 
penses and the protection to indus- 
tries and manufactures which was the 
purpose of its enactment, and that 
changing trade conditions require re- 
Vision changes in the tariff. It is, 
therefore, urged— 

That it ds the sense of this association 
that the present tariff schedule of the 
Dingley bill should be revised: that it 


ural progress of things, this labor, 
when it becomes more intelligent and 
enlightened, when it is able to own 
property and direct labor, will pro- 
gress to better things and leave the 
lower places to the men of brawn who 
are untrained and unskilled. 

We cannot expect to win only the 
cultured and the wealthy, the intelli- 
gent and the technically skilled. 
There are waste places to be built up 
that will yield good returns to the 
man of brawn alone; there is work 
to be done that will afford a livelli- 
hood to the oppressed and unfortunate 
of other nations, who can more easily 
work out here their physical and in- 
dustrial salvation. 

South Carolina has taken hold of 
this problem and has an immigration 
agent in Europe to secure the people 
needed for the industries of that state. 
The first ship load is expected to ar- 
rive soon at the port of Charleston. 
These immigrants wili be followed by 
Others. 

Georgia has an immigration com- 
missioner who is seeking in England 
and Scotland workers for this state. 
Rome has another, who is busy in 
Germany, Norway and Sweden. 

This is going to the very foundation 
of the matter. The most practicable 
plan is for the state to support such 
agents abroad and let the work be 
done in the homes of the people be- 
fore they emigrate, so that when 
they depart from their native shores 
they may have a definité fixed idea 
of their destination, rather than for 
agents of the state to seek to turn 
the tide southward, amid the restric- 
tions and the difficulties surrounding 
such work in a port like New York. 

There is a chance for systematic 
and effective work by the first meth- 
od; while the alternative can only re- 
sult in confusing the minds of the be- 
wildered immigrants and rendering 
them suspicious and distraught. 

Practically every commercial body, 
every state organization of business 
and professional men has seen the ne- 
cessity and sounded the call for Geor- 
gia immigration. Those who oppose 
immigration can hardly have given 
serious reflection to the various 
phases of the problem. To say we do 
not need immigrants is practically a 
confession of narrow-mindedness, of 
sport-sightedness and of opposif¥pn to 
the continued growth of .the state: 
coming to this country and this state 
it ig tantamount to saying that the 
of a large element of population was 
a mistake. There is work here for 
every man who can be made to work, 
black and white, and the introduction 
of several thousand more people an- 
nually will only meet the legitimate 
demand of our growing industries. 

The Constitution sincerely hopes

PATHETIC APPEAL TO JURY. 


Arthur Ragsdale, a Negro Charged 
With Murder, Lightens His 
Own Sentcrce. 

By far the most forceful, pathetic and 
dramatic appeal made to a jury in an 
Atlanta court room for many a year was 
heard in the crowded superior court room 
yesterday morning when Arthur Rags- 
dale, a 23-year-old negro, charged with 
the murder of his wife, whom he shot 
and killed while attempting to kill the 
igaro man whom he had reason to be- 
lieve had invaded his home and destroyed 

his happiness, made his statement. 

Standing in the shadow of the gallows 
he told, with unconscious dramatic 
force, the story of the wrecking of his 
home, and the culminating wrong which 
so aroused his resentment as to cause 
him to seek to take the life of the negro 
who had wronged him. In attempting 
to kill this negro, Radsdale declared that 
he had only wounded him and uninten- 
tionally killed his own wife. 

His lawyer and Solicitor Hii agreed 
to enter a plea of guilty of voluntary 
manslaughter. Judge Roan sentenced 
the prisoner to seven years imprisohment 
on the state farm at Milledgeville.
